PEST SALESMANSHIP 

Newspapers in other communities 
ere now giving publicity to a sales¬ 
manship pest that has annoyen peo- 
plle in Swift Current for some time. 
Reference is made to the practice ol 
“ending articles through the mails, 
unordered, with an accompanying let¬ 
ter either to return the goods or re¬ 
mit the amount of invoice attached. 
Ties, silk stockings, and cosmetics aic 
the most common. Mostly the goous 
are cheap and shoddy, a disguise 101 
the reasonable price asked. The puo- 
iic is advised that it is unnecessary Io 
pay attention to the letters asking for 
return of the goods. A person is 
within legal rights to inform the sen¬ 
der that he must call and get them.| 
The practice is annoying, however, 
md there seems to be a desire to offer 
some sort of retaliation. The post 
office department is helpless In tne 
matter, as it can only act if the unor- 
dcred goods are sent C.O.D. A farm 
paper, according to Printer’s Ink, has 
found a wav to .nuke it possible for 
the public to go a considerable dis¬ 
tance in ending the nuisance* “The 
power is in the public’s hands. When 
unordered goods are received the long 
suffering citizen should acknowledge 
receipt. In the sdme letter he should 
specifically state that they are placed 
ip storage awaiting the call of the 
owne ■ and then should quote his stor- 
j age rates—rates which he, oi course, 
is free to fix of his-own accord. Af¬ 
ter making this statement he should 
plainly indicate that When goods have 
been held for a certain length of time 
they will be sold to cover storage. 
There is no doubt that the general 
adoption of this plan will quicKiy enn 
the career of this widely practised 
form of "pest salesmanship.’’ 

HELPS TO KILL DULL SEASON 

A ingenious merchant discovered 
that the logical time to advertise ex¬ 
tensively was when business was slow 
and in the periodical dull seasons of 
the year. Before that discovery tne 
average business man slowed down in < 
his advertising when business flowed 
down. He generally ended up the duil 
seasons with a quarterly sale, but as 
far as his newspaper advertising was 
concerned, there was little advertising ' 
when business was quiet: The mod¬ 
ern up-to-date business man hollas a , 
different conception of the purposes 
and uses of newspaper advertising. 
There are a few phases pf business 1 
•vhich have always been known to all 1 
business men. Among these are the 
alternating busy and dull periods of 
the year, month, week and day. A 
systematic, effective and economic 
plan of advertising had to be con¬ 
structed upon a full knowledge ol 
this business cycle. Extensive adver¬ 
tising has been found to be a remedy 
for the business depression epidemic. 
People have a habit of confining their 
shopping to the last of the month, the 
] last three days of the week and the 
j ater shopping hours of the day. 
From experience, merchants have 
learned that newspaper advertising 
helps to eliminate the rush periods 
anil spread the volume of business 
more evenly over the day, week, 
month and year. It has prevented 
congestion, simplified salesmansmp 
end merchandising and increased bux- 
,ness. 

GARNET WHEAT 

Garnet seems entitled to rank 
] among the good milling wheat. Tnis' 
is the considered opinion of Mr. L. H.! 
Newman the Dominion Cerealist as! 
expressed in his new bulletin on “Gar j 
r.et Wheat.” The chief point jn which 
Garnet may be open to a.little criti- 
cism is in the colour of the flour j 
which is slightly more yellow or 
light yellow or creamy yellow white 
unbleached flour of Garnet wnen 
freshiv milled may be described as 
creamy than is that of Marquis. The 
that of Marquis may be described as 
•reamjr white. Since, however, bleach 
ng and maturing processes have pe- 
i < ome highly developed and are be¬ 
coming generally practised, the objec- 
; tion to the color of Garnef, if it is an 
I objection would appear to be apprec- 
j iably minimized. Garnet seems to be 
j a hout the equal of Marquis in weight 
j Per measured bushel, and where the 
] supply of moisture is ample it mayi 
even excel the older wheat. The two 
wheats are about equal in flour yield 
but the ash content of Garnet is gen¬ 
erally appreciably higher than that of 
Marquis. Garnet flour generally pro¬ 
duces a little higher bread yield and a 
| loaf of slightly greater volume than 
| Marquis. In texture qf crumb Gar¬ 
net is almost equal to Marquis, and 
] superior t o Early Red Fife, Early 
Triumph and Kitchener. Good tex¬ 
ture combined with high volume is 
commonly regarded as an indication 
of high baking strength.

PREMIER BALDWIN AT HOME 

Premier Stanley Baldwin, on his 
return from Canada addressed 20,000 
neople at a Conservative fete at Doug 
'as Castle, Lanarkshire, and highly 
eulogized the Dominion. 

“There is no spot tojvhich j wouia 
ather come to from Canada than the 
heart of Scotland,” Premier Baldwin 
declared in opening. “There has ocen 
n great deal qf evil propaganda about 
the world, especially in new countries 
‘eliing that the people of Britain are 
'ecadent. I was able to tell Canada 
'.hat this country, so far from being 
that,-is the Same as it whs ten ycais 
ago and that our spirit is undinimeo 
and our courage unquenched.' 

“Mistakes have been made, but 1 
am proud of the courage and patience 
vith which our working people nave 
“tuck gamely to the almost impossi¬ 
ble task of rebuilding and are slowly 
and surely winning through.” 

“That message was received in uie 
•lew world with die greatest enthus- 
asm” the premier went on- ‘-Tne re¬ 
ception given to the Prince of Wales 
was striking evidence of his popular¬ 
ity and of the allegiance of the peopie 
< f Canada to our common crown. 

Premier Baldwin proceeded to nar¬ 
rate how be had travelled 11,000 nines 
n 32 days, making 26 speeches and 
-etting foot in every province. “I was 
' struck with the results already oo- 
tained by the comparatively small 
population. Nothing struck me mwe 
than the part Scotlahil had played in 
‘he development of Canada. 

“Another impression was the faith 
which all Canadian held in the futuie 
of their country. Canada has o.ie 
great advantage over us. She bene¬ 
fits by our experience and is witnout 
many (.roubles that beset us. There is 
one than she does want to take from 
u s. Sne wants oui people. I put two 
questions to people I met there: Are 
you haopy?’ and ‘are you doing wen .

BANK OF MONTREAL! 


Vulcan now figures in the history ol 
the Bank of Montreal, which covers a 
very considerable period. The branch 
at Vulcan was established in 1926, uiP 
der the supervision of Mr. W.T.R. 
Henderson, of the inspection staff of 
the institution, and Mr. D. H. Allan 
was the first manager. He was suc¬ 
ceeded on January 16th of this year 
by Mr. H. Sutherland, who is at pres¬ 
ent in charge. 

The history of the Bank is interest¬ 
ing. It established the beginnings of 
the Canadian banking system wnen, 
so far as June 23, 1817, nine mer¬ 
chants signed Articles of Association 
for the establishment of the "Mont¬ 
real Bank,” giving what is known as 
the Bank of Montreal today the dis¬ 
tinction of being by far the oldest in¬ 
stitution of the kind in British North 
America and one of the largest Hnan- 
cial institution? in the British Empire. 
The Bank's history goes back to the 
time when the only organized poition 
of what is now the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada was what were known as tne 
.Provinces of Upper and Lower pan¬ 
ada and the Maritime Provinces. The 
population at that time was less than 
400,000, and that of Montreal, the 
chief trading centre, less than 20,U00. 
It is of much interest to note, wnen 
comparing those days with the pan¬ 
ada of today, that the country was 
too poor to allow of metal circulating 
coins, not only American, British ana 
French, but also Portugese ana Span¬ 
ish coins were legal tender, wttn tne 
ratios of exchange into colonial mon¬ 
ey subject to frequent variations. 
Fropi the day of November 17th, loll 
when the Bank of Montreal started in 
modest rented premises, with a paid- 
up capital of $350,000, it has aeveiop- 
ed to the extent that at the present

000,000.

OIL NEWS 


Much interest was evinced by mem¬ 
bers of the British Editors party 
while here in the oil fields of Turner 
Valley.

ing put down to about 3100 feet. 

The Highwood is down 3,005 feet 
°nd making hole for 8‘/a-inch casing. 
The 10-inch casing was cemented at 
2„400 feet. The Millar\|ille well was 
■'own 1,140 feet after having maue 
.'iOO feet of hole during the wees. 

The new Regal Oil Refinery, whicn 
• being completed on the McLeod 
Tiuil, south of the Big Horn Brewery, 
will begin operations, the first snlp- 
nicnt of oil received being from the 
McDougall-Segur Co. The refinerv 
lias a capacity of 750 barrels a aay, 
tne refining being done under a cop¬ 
ping process. 

8TH CROP REPORT 

Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton 
August 27, 1927 

The whole province gives promise 
of an excellent crop with high aver¬ 
age yields of all kinds of grain. Late 
seeding with abundant moisture in 
the early part of the season, is re¬ 
sponsible for the somewhat late rip¬ 
ening of the general crop. The warm 
sunshine we have had this last week 
is ripening the crops with great rap¬ 
idity. The earlier,varieties of wheat, 
particularly that sown on lighter land 
are now mature and a considerable 
amount of cutting of this grain has 
already been done. Cutting wfrr not 
be general, however, until the first 
week of September. A careful check¬ 
up of the frost situation shows that 
there hus been no frost damage ex¬ 
cept in the extreme northeastern 
section of the province. In some iso¬ 
lated districts in this area frost struck 
rather heavily. Except in the above 
area the province is entirely free 
from frost damage. Hail damage lias 
been more prevalent than usual, with 
the result that _ damage from this 
source, however, is negligible, mot- 
withstanding the losses caused fty tne 
above mentioned agencies, if no fur¬ 
ther serious losses occur, we are con¬ 
vinced that the province will have the 
largest total yield of wheat in its his¬ 
tory- A particularly significant lea- 
ture this year is to be found rn the 
fact that there is a uniformly good 
crop in every section of the province. 
Large numbers of harvesters are now 
arriving, and it is not anticipated 
that any shortage of help will occur.

NEW W ^DIRECTOR 

Mrs. F. CL Adcock, of Champion, the 
new provincial W. I. director for the 
southern district, is an Englishwoman 
—one who came to Canada 18 years 
ago to take up life on a farm near 
Champion. Prior to that time, ana 
for 10 years in her new home she had 
never belonged to a woman’s cIud, and 
had literally lived up to the old adage 
that “Woman’s place is in the home.' 
Then one day some eight years ago 
she attended the meeting of the Wo¬ 
men’s Institute in Champion, wnen 
Miss Isabel Noble of Daysluna, the 
provincial president, was speaking. 
She became interested and enthused 
at once, seeing especially what this 
organization was doing for the lonely 
farm women. She joined and Became 
an active, worker. Next year she was 
president of the Champion branen and 
was sent as the “official delegate” to 
the annual convention in Calgary. 
That Fall she was elected constituen¬ 
cy convener of the Little Bow con¬ 
stituency, and has held this office con¬ 
tinually ever since. At the annual 
convention this year she was electee 
unanimously to the office of district 
director, which gives her the honor of 
being the new Provincial Execu¬ 
tive. 

It was the success of her woik as 
constituency convener that earneo ner 
the higher office. Little Bow is ’ me 
"heaviest” constituency in W. I. work 
in the province, there being 14 ftraiicn 
es and four girls’ clubs. Mrs. Alcock 
was indefatigable in her work anu al¬ 
ways made it a point of paying eacn 
branch a visit every year, bringing 
with her renewed inspiration ani* en¬ 
thusiasm. She kept every branch in¬ 
terested and working. One oT her 
chief ideals, which she never failed to 
urge, was the interest in the newcom¬ 
er, and those things that woulld 
brighten the lot of the rural woman. 
She emphasized child welfare and help 
to the young, expectant mothers. She 
encouraged secretaries to write then- 
problems to her, and if any special o< 
difficult work came up, often she sur¬ 
prised the branch by paying an unex¬ 
pected visit and‘giving them encoui- 
agement in person. 

Because she, too, had been a stran¬ 
ger in a strange land, and a lonely 
newcomer, she was able to extend a 
helping hand especially to those»H‘om 
England, her former country. “When 
I came West,”-said Mrs. Alcock, “neip 
was plentiful and inexpensive in Eng¬ 
land. Therefore I found the woi # on 
an Alberta farm very hard. I also 
missed having a church. In the 18 
years I have been in this country l 
have learned to love it. Of late years 
my husband has rented the farm and 
we now live in town at Champion. All 
I ask of this new office is that 1 have 
the same response as I have had in 
six pleasant years as constituency 
convener.’’ 

POOR FISH SEASON 

The fishing season in Alberta will 
close this year <m October 15. The 
season opened on June 15 and has 
been very poor so far, owing to the 
heavv rains and the consequent high 
muddy waters in all the rivers and 
creeks. Fishermen have been uiiame 
on account of the wet roads, to get io 
their favorite places. The amount of 
feed Deing. carried down by the Hood 
wateis has made the fish fat and slug 
gish and contemptuous of the fisher¬ 
man’s bait. 

However, it is hoped by those in¬ 
terested in the sport, that this year's 
poor fishing will create fishing in tne 
next few years that will be better 
man ever before. There will be more 
fish in the rivers and with such high 
waters and a pleniitude of food tne 
atn will be able to penetrate far oacn 
n the small streams to spawn. Fish- 
: ng has been reported best all season 
n the Highwood river. 

Two new fish laws have been pass¬ 
ed this year. The first was a reduc¬ 
tion of the daily catch limit from 25 
fish to 20. The second was that every 
fisherman must be equipped with a 
disgorger. The latter restriction is 
very good as it ensures life to a mini-' 
her of small fish, that upon being 
‘hrown back, were formerly dying. 

The Alberta Fish and Game Pre¬ 
servation Society, which was just 
started this year, has already jusum d 
its existence, as it has been watching 
viih eagle eye all infractions ol tne 
game and fish law,s. Several convL 
tions have been secured this season uy 
the society, and it is expected that 
great game and fishing future lies 
ahead for Alberta, while her rignts 
are guarded by the members of this 
societv.—Calgary Herald.

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UNIFORM FREIGHT RATES 

The judgment of the Board of Kail- 
*way Commissioners, equalizing freight 
rates, east and west, on export, flour,! 
grain and other commodities, means a 
saving of millions of dollars yearly ro 
the farmers of the west is the opinion! 
of those in authority, after carefully 
reading the report of the commission. 
Both railways are affected. There 
are four outstanding points in the or¬ 
der: 

(1) The rates on branch lines— 
those governed by the Crow’s Nest 
agreement, not to be exceeded—are to! 
be reduced to the same basis as tne 1 
main lines. 

(2) The rates on grain and flour j 
from prairie points for export via Pa-1 
eific ports is to be on the same basis ! 
as the rates to Fort William. 

(3) The rate of 34 V; cents per 1 
hundred on wheat and 33 cents on 
other grain over the National Trans¬ 
continental line from the head of the! 
lakes to Quebec, is reduced to 1 A cents ' 
per hundred, and Quebec is put m tne' ' 
same basis as Montreal in respect of ] 
export rates on grain from Georgian 1 
Bay ports and from Toronto. 

(4) The traffic on merchandise 
from the prairie distributing centres 
are to be revised to secure the advan- 
tage of short line mileage. 

The case took over a year fit Its 
hearing and the record comprised 19,-1 
500 sheets of paper of evidence, apart 
from extensive exhibits. The reduced j 
rates called for will be effective on 
September 12.

He displayed a cool, daring that sur¬ 
prised British officials.

King’s party visited Mr. Trelle’s farm 
at Wembley during their recent lour 
of the north country, they found that 
successful experiments are being con¬ 
ducted with this mystery wheat. It has 
been supplied from the Dominion ex¬ 
perimental farm at Ottawa and gives 
indications of creating a sensation In 
Western Canada. The samples were 
examined by members of the party 
and all were obviously impressed with 
the results of the initial test. This 
year Mr. Trelle is enlarging his hold¬ 
ings and has 480 acres as compared 
with 160 acres last year. He plans 
on continuffig his experimental work 
on a large scale, according to mem¬ 
bers of the party.
